*It will ba within the recollection of hon. 
membors that on the lth June thie 
year His Excellency at a mooting of this 
Council stated abortly what were tho 
steps that wero proposed to bo talon 
by the Government for the prevention 
of the plague in future, His Excellency 
then said (I am reading now from a print of 
the Daily Press ; 1 thinkk it is Fairly correct) 
—‘It will givo the Government-—this is of 
oourse simply what we proposo—it will give 
the Government power to ontor into imme- 
diate possession of, and pull down, ond 
destroy, all dwelling houses and blocks of 
houses unfit for humnn habitation, Tt will 
provide that the Government shall at once 
resume the possession of all land on which 
euch dwellings ure built, paying of contae 
compenaativa for so doing. Ik will provide 
that the Government shall have power to 
enter all honses now insanitaty though oap- 
uble of bemg put into thoroughly sanitary 
condition. Owners will bea compelled to 
amend all such defects in the houses as 
reader them insanitary. The Government 
will have power to ro-survey and re-ar- 
range all lots eo taken, and open new roads” 
and improve tha old ones. Power will niso 
be-token to enter and inspect all Chineao 
houses ; such houses will be numbered and 
classified, and a fixed number ef tenanta 
will be allotted to each house and room, 
and owners will be obliged to enter intos 
covenant that that nunrber shall not in any 
case be exceaded ; any infraction will of 
eourse de followed by heavy penaltiea,’— 
To accordance with that sketch of what waa 
proposed, the Bull was prepared. This 
Bill wap of a general character, authorising 
the demolition uf huuses and constituting 
a Board of Arbitration, aud making pra- 
vision for the sanitary matlere touched on 
by His Excellency. However, when the 
firet print of tho Bill came to be conaidered, 
it was found that the sanitary provisions 
contained in it then and the farther 
sanitary additions to be introduced would 
so complicate the Bill that it was thought 
betlor to put ther ino separate mossure, and 
they were dropped eur of this Billa taguther, 
The Bill wag then reframed to take in only 
those general powers of demolition and re- 
sumption after a proper arbitration board 
had been constituted. Uowever, before 
the Bill was finally framed the Permanent 
Committee of the San tary Board somewhut 
modified the viewa they pat forward ua to 
what was required, and you will find in the 
papers, already printed in the daily 

« Dewapapers, that on the 28th June the 
Permanent Committee sent in a letter 
Tecommending insiead of the general 
powers of resumption the reaumption 
of a certain area of Taipingaban instead 
of what wns formerly proposed ; hence this 
present Bill, That Bill since being publish- 
ed in the pspors has been inodified to meet 
the views of the Unoflicial Members of tho 
Council so far as possible and others who 
have reported upon it, That accounts for 
the altpration in the programma first pra- 
pod; and, of courer, it will have to bo 
Tooked upon as & firet meaanre, t> be follow. 
ed by a svoond meagura which will deal with 
sanitary questions. The second point is 
one as to the necessity fur this Bill, 1 
would ast Hon, Members to recollect that 
the chief object of this Bill is so far 
as possible, so far aa we can foresee, 
to prevent apy recrudescence or any recur- 
rance of that plague which has now visited 
the Colony for upwarda of four months, 
Tha ares proposed to be dealt with, roughly 
speaking, comprinss semewhat under 
400,000 square feet, ur 10 acrea, and from 
tho letter of the Permanent Committee 
of 28th Juno it will be seen that 
the area comprises 484 housei, of 
which 76 had moro than three cases of 
plague in them and were closed on 
that account, 146 had one or two cases of 
plague, and the remainder were condemned 
either from proximity 10 these other housrs 
oF were insavitary in thomsolves from 
other causes. 
sre amiall, old, dark, badly drained and 
Ventilated snd some of them were then in 
8 moat dilthy condition, avd the majority of 
them were certified to be unfit for human 
habitation. The whole of the district is 
badly laid out and badiy drained, and the 
soil fostid with the accumulations of years. 
Up-to 28th June 50 per cent of the cases of 
Plague scenrred in that particular district, 
and of the cases which cecurred we know 
now from medical authority that the plague 
carried off from 77 to 30 per cent of those 
attacked. Tho report of the Permanent 
Committe is descrving of the most serious 
attention. It is the report of four men 
“who for two months and upwards had been 
giving their utmost time and attention to 
the plague and to the particular areas io 
which casos of plagne occurred, From the 
evidences they produced and from the 
reports which ate before the Government at 
present, the opinion seams to be almost 

- unanimous that the whole ara. must be 
destroyed and Jaid out afrceh, First, there 
was the recommendation of the Permanent 
Committee: in the letter of 28th June, in 
which: thoy. ssy ‘oothing but the pulling 
down of, the whola of tho existing houses 
and. the complete reconstruction of the 
—auarter with wider streets and better droin- 
ago will evar, prevent tha neighbourhdod 
from being a source of danyer to the ontire 
city.’ Then, thera isthe report of the 
Housing Gommittcs. It was composed, I 
think, “of. five. .gentlemen—tha.

finally, most of the soil ond materials aro 
full of plague gorms, There are, no doubt, 
athar places nearly a9 bad, bub none quite 
so bad und none so moch poisoned.’ Then 
there..was the evidence of the medical 
profeasion—Surg.-Col. Preston, Dr Ayrea 
(Colonial Surgeon), Dr Hartigan, and 
Dr Knott, With the excoption of 
Dr Hartigan they were - all of 
opinion that the honses should bo 
pulled down and destroyed, and Dr 
Hartigan was of opinion that those which 
could not be rendered fit for human habite- 
tion should ba destrnyed. Now, I think it 
is porfectly manifest’ if this wholesale de- 
atractiin of tha area of Taipingshan is to be 
carried out, it must be carried out by the 
Government, by one body, and not by indi- 
vidual owners. Tf, on the other hand, a 
toss drastic measure is to be adopted, I 
think it will be adwitted that some recon- 
atruetion at any rato of this area must fol- 
low, and oven if it is only partial, that 
again must bs under the supervigion at 
one guiding hand. Is would never do 
to leave it to individual owners to 
reconstruct on their awn  accvnt, 
Therefore, whutever the ultimate fute of 
this area 1 think it must be obvious to those 
who have attempted to familiarise theiw- 
solves with this subject that the resump- 
tion of this area is necossary. I concaive 
that it ia the duty of the Government, al 
almost any coat, to take suoh steps as they 
find necessary, upon satisfactory evidence, 
or what is deemed necessary in tho small 
knowledge that people havo had up to the 
pressot of the terrible plague that has 
viaited the Colony. Bat [ think i+ 
is not only necessary on that account, 
but also to provyent a recurrence of 
tho plague, for euch a recurrence would 
meso a greater loss to the Culany in 
the lives of the people and in its finances,

THE STRANDING OF THE EMPRESS 
OF CHINA, 


AN UNQUALIFIED PILOT, 

On Saturday we gave the finding of the 
Naval Court of Inquiry which sat at Shang- 
hei on the 20th Inst, to inquire into the 
stranding of the Bmpress of China (Capt. 
Archibald), ~ 

‘Mr Platt appeared for the agents, Messrs 
Jardine, Matheson & Co.; Mt Hanedn for 
the ©. P. R. Co. and Capt, Arobibald in 
pornon. : 

‘The following is an extract from the 
evidenco t— : 

Rupert Archibald, master, 08, Hmpress 
of China, sworn, stated: I hold a master’s 
certificate, 99,650, and am master of the a.a, 
Empress of China, oficial number 98,953, 
tons 3,003 reg. We were on 8 voyage from 
Naguaaki to Shanghai, We left on the 3rd 
August, and arrived here on the 4th, We 
generally moet the Shanghai pilot at Naga- 
saki, but on this oocasion our pilot was not 
there. In Nagaenki, [ received o telegram 
from the agents, saying that a pilot would 
meet me at Gutzlaif south. Oa arrivin 
there, I could find no pilot. Nor di 
we meet one all the way up to Woorung, 
owing to bad wanther I suppose. I had 
a licensed pilotas paesenger from Negasoki 
(Mr Kofod), who was anxious to be engaged, 
whon he saw we had no pilot. I told him 
would engage him, under the condition 

hat, if we met our own pilot before Woo- 
sung, charge should be given up to him. 
We proceeded up the river all right, and 
reaobed the Lismore at 2,80'‘pem:rof the 4th. 
We rounded the steamer to for anchoring, 
and let her drift toward the Red Buoy to 
get a good anchorage. While waiting for a 
good placa to anchor, the Company’a tender 
Sampson, with the agent's representative on 
board, arrived alongside (Mr. Craddock}. 
He strongly advised ms not to anshoroutside. 
Re did oot come aboard, This was all 
shouted out from tho tender, stating that it 
would be impossible to work cargo qutside, 
owing tothe heavy wind and sea prevailing 
at the time. I called out that I was going 
to remain for o time. He asked mo if I re- 
quired any assistance. I replied, * No, [ am 
going to anchor here,’ When just about to 
let go anchur, 2 man appeared on the bridge 
from the tender, whom { took to be the new 
pifot, Hae spoke first, and said, ‘Ihave 
been sent on board by the agent to 
take tho ship in, if I would proceed.’ I 
answered, ‘I have a Shanghai pilot on 
the ehip.’ Ho said ‘This man ia_not 
a Pilot’? (meaning Mr Kofod.) Mr Kofod 
was atanding quite closo by. I answored, 
*L wan going to wait for slack water.’ Ho 
said the tide was finished, and water was 
quite slack. ‘Thera was 29 fect on the Bar, 
and if we were going up, wa ahould go at 
onea befora tha water fell. I bad coma ap 
onthe Mood, Aa [ could see work could not 
be dono outside, [ said ‘Allright, we will go.’ 
I waa influenced by the desire to accelerate 
the despatch of the ship, and having, as I 
believed, the Company's pilot on board, [ 
did not ask him it we were the Company’s 
pilot. At the time my ship was 3} cables 
length off the Red Buoy, The Buoy bore 
8 66 W: As we procesded towards tho Red 
Buoy, [onid to thia man * Do nat go too close 
tothe Red Buoy.’ He said ' Captain, you 
are in the deepest chonnel now.’ We were 
going stow with the engines. I told bim to 
go faster, and let the ship go. He was 
giving the orders, and in charge of the ship. 
Just before we touched, I asked him if he 
was the pilot. He said no, he was the 
Captain of the steamer, but koew the bar as 
well ag any pilot, Just after passing the 
Red Buoy, the ship grounded, ‘e used the 
engines, and tried to get her off, but she 
would not move, she wae fast. Tt was 
just as tho abip touched that he told mo ho 
wes nota pilot. He gave me all coufidence 
when be came aboard. Mr Kofod said 
very littiv. was a little suspicious whon 
I saw him taking the sbip s0 elose to the 
Red Buoy, I thought whea nearing tho 
Buoy, that we were a little out of the 
channel. Both wind and tide tended to set 
the ship down tuwards the spit. The ship 
remained there until the making of tho next 
springs. We took out all the cargo, ond 
about 1,300 tona of ¢oal, and got off on 
Monday, 4th, The man who was piloting 
was only on board @ yery short time—about 
3 or 4 winutes, 1 should any. Mr Kofod 
did pot make ony remarke. I had told Mr 
Kafod to atand aside, I koow that we 
were to have a new pilothore, ead concluded 
this was be. Kofod saw the way the ship 
was going in. He once said, we were ia 
the deepest water. We were getting 6 and 
6 fathoma before we struok—the lest one 
before wo touched waa 6 fathoms from the 
‘port chaio. We had men on both sides of 
the ship, I cannot be sura whether it waa 
6 or 6} fathoms, Wa wore drawing about 
25' 6° ft, aud 24' 3” forward. 

By Mr Platt,—I was told in Nagasaki by 
a friend that a oew pilot (Mr Kenneth) was 
tomest me, Ldonat know who told me 
l had never seeo Mr Kenneth. Mr Craddock 
won talking to ma from the teader, I remam- 
ber bim saying it would oause much delay 
to remain outside. 

By Mr Hanson.—TI telegraphed from Kobo 
when we expected to arrive. Our ship was 
detained about 12 hours at Nagasaki by 
costing. The weather was pot too bad for a 
Pilot boat to ba at Gotzleff when we parsed. 

fe were 12 hours late at Gutzleff south, 
I cannot swear if it was Me Oraddock who 
shouted, “Ididnot hear any one say the 
Enipress pilot was coming to take meio, 1 
remember Mr Groves being aent for to my 
cabin by Mr Craddock, and being asked by 
him, ‘Did 1 or did E'not send you to teke 
charge of the abip? And bia answering 
‘No, Mr Craddock, you did not’ ot words 
to that effect.
